St. Petersburg, Jan. 12.—The budget 
statement for 1906, 
which has just 
been Issued, 
shows that 
it will he 
necessary 
to raise 
$240,500,000 
by 
credit operations to balance the esti­ 
mated receipts and expenditures. The 
latter 
include 
$202,500,000 
for 
the 
liquidation 
of 
the 
expenses of 
the 
Russo-Japanese war, the repatriation 
of the troops in the far East and the 
reduction of the army to a peace f a t ­ 
ing. 
For the first time the total cost 
of the war, $1,050,000,000, is revealed. 
The credit operations to balance the 
budget, Includes the recent authoriza­ 
tion of $200,000,000 in treasury bonds, 
$75,000,000 of whit h have already been 
used to renew the Mendelssohn loan, 
and the credit of $160,000,000 which 
Former Finance .Minister Kokovich is 
now negotiating in Paris. 
The pri­ 
mary 
object of the 
latter, the 
pro­ 
ceeds of which 
will lie 
retained in 
Paris, is understood 
to be the main­ 
tenance of the stability ot the rouble. 
The 
budget 
statement 
does 
not 
dodge the 
prevailing 
conditions in 
Russia. 
It is pointed out specifically 
that 
the receipts 
from nearly 
all 
sources have been scaled down and, 
moreover, it is stated that if the dis­ 
orders 
in the interior do not 
cease 
there may be some branches of reve­ 
nue on which it will be impossible to 
count. 
The budget also deals frankly with 
the heavy drain on the gold reserve of 
the state bank balances abroad, which 
have fallen $152,500,000 in the three 
months preceding Jan. I. 
During the 
last ten days of the year the gold re­ 
serve 
was 
reduced by 
$50,500,000, 
while the issue of paper currency was 
increased by $30,000,000. 


To 
Rescue 
Business Interests. 
The increase of paper issued, the 
statement says, was made by Hie bank 
in an effort to come to the rescue of 
the business interests, which were al­ 
most paralyzed and which had been 
refused loans by private banks owing 
to the panicky conditions and to the 
reduction 
of the 
foreign credits 
of 
houses with connections abroad. 
The statement concludes with tho 
following, addressed 
to the emperor, 
which was evidently penned by Count 
Wit to: 
•‘These facts and figures submitted 
to your majesty show that the present 
situation of Russian finances is none 
too favorable. 
This state of things is 
the result of the war and of the troub­ 
les which fo llo w ed . 
These troubles 
are of a temporary character and it is 
fair 
to assume 
that 
they 
will 
br 
ameliorated in the near future. 
Con­ 
ditions favorable for the appearance 
of fruitful 
work must be 
perceived 
even amidst tho gloom of the present 
crisis. 
With each 
day lite popular 
conscience must be 
awakened more 
and more to a realization of the true 
needs of the fatherland. 
“The 
awakening 
of 
these 
social 
forces bas a sure guarantee in the in 
dependence granted to the Russian na­ 
tion by your august 
will and in the 
equality before the law which bas been 
assured 
to all 
your majesty’s 
sub­ 
jects.’'

HONOR NAME 
OF ADAM BROWN 


Men Who Figured in Early His* 


tory of Northern Pacific Met 


In Minneapolis 


“GOD BLESS 
AD 
BROWN” 


Was the Toast Drank 
at This 


Gathering and Ile was Re­ 


ferred to Lovingly 


There was a Katherine at Minneapolis 
Wednesday night of thirty men who 
were connected, in 
various capacities, 
with tho Northern Pacific Railroad 
in 
the first stages of its building, prior to 
1873 
says the 
Minneapolis 
Jou rnal. 
Among them were gray-haired men who, 
as youngsters, setout across the prairies 
with their surveying instruments and 
found the way for that frontier piercing 
line; men who followed them with their 
construction crews and erected grados, 
built bridges and laid the sleepers and 
rails in tho laud of the Indian and buf 
falo; men who took the first train over 
the track out into the really “ wild and 
woolly wesc;” men who built railway 
stations and roundhouses, and settled 
the question of the location of towns, 
and men who shifted from the engineer­ 
ing into the operating department and 
managed the adventurous little road. 
Adam Brown of this city was the first 
engineer on the road, 
fie received a 
letter to be present at the gathering 
but the letter was delayed in some man 
nor and he was unable to attend. 
Tho most remarkable thing about the 
affair was the illustrations there given 
of the success w ith which these men 
have met in life. 
One, who was the first 
brakeman on the Northern Pacific, is a 
banker with a great international busi­ 
ness, who lives at the 
Waldorf Astoria 
in New York. 
Another, a telegraph op­ 
erator in the littlo shacks that followed 
tho construction crews on into the west, 
is now vice president of the Chicago 
subway company and in complete charge 
of the construction of that great under­ 
ground transportation line. 
A clerk in 
the headquarters office of the road in 
those early days is now second vice 
president of the company. 
A young 
man, very short in stature and inclined 
to corpulency, who waddled along with 
a surveying party in 
Montana and 
Idaho, making their topographical maps, 
is one of the foremost sketch artists in 
the United States. 
An assistant to an 
engineer is now’ general superintendent 
of transportation of the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
Another telegraph operator 
of those early days is superintendent of 
tho Milwaukee 
road. 
Another young 
man who served in a similar capacity is 
now a lieutenant of engineers in 
the 
United States arm y and has charge of 
the construction of the great dam in tho 
Mississippi 
river at 
Keokuk, 
Iowa. 
This list might be continued through 
the thirty names—every one of those 
present has achieved an unusul meas­ 
ure of success. 
Some good stories were told and final­ 
ly it was announced: 
“ Hero’s a letter from Adam Brow n. 
It was like throwing a bombshell into 
an enemy’s camp. 
Almost every man 
was on his feet. 
“ Adam Brown, Clod bless him,'' cried 
fierily (J. Davis, tho New f ork banker, 
who lives alth o Waldorf. 
Adam Brown 
is an engineer formerlyin the employ of 
the Northern Pacific, living ut B ra in ­ 
erd. 
He took the first locomotive over 
the Northern 
Pacific road. 
Hen ry C. 
Davis was brakeman on that tram. 
“ God bless “ Adam Afrown,’’ shouted 
another. 
“ He furnished more fun for 
us than a modern comic opera.” 
“ Adam Brown, you’ll remember,” said 
Banker 
Davis, 
“ was a Dutchm an.” 
They all remembered. 
Brown was a 
character none could forget. 
They told 
a dozen stories about him. 


HIS STORY OF CRUSOE. 


“ Collins,” asked Banker Davis of tho 
Chicago subway builder, “ you remember 
Adam Brown a story of Robinson C ru ­ 
soe?” 
“ Indeed I do,” said Collins. 
“ Tell ’em 
about it.” 
“ One day at the junction,” said Davis, 
“ Adam Brown asked Collins and me if 
we’d ever read a book called ‘Robinson 
Crusoe.’ 
W e said no. 
That was a lie 
we’d both read it. 
Adam Brown want­ 
ed to tell us the story. 
I ll abridge 
it 
somewhat, but this was Adam Brown s 
story: 
‘“ Crusoe wore a fur cap. Ho vas ship- 
wreckt un de ocean. 
On a 
island he 
vas landed somehow, und t’ere he lifed 
all ulone. 
Vun day he saw footsteps de 
sand in. 
To himself he said, “ I am not 
ulone here, no?”
